Judging  from  genuine  qualifications 
for  the  offices,  candidates  seem  about 
evenly  matched.

He  was  president  of  the 
junior  class;  won  student  body  awards 
for  participation  in  college  football 
was  athletic  manager  of  the  senior 
class,  was  business  manager  of  the 
“Student  Rays,”  the  official  school 
paper,  and  won  tihe  male  scholarship 
awarded  at  graduation  in  1922.  In  the 
fall  of  1922  he  was  called  on  a mis- 
sion to  the  Northern  States.  He 
spent  seventeen  months  laboring 
the  city  of  Chicago,  eleven  months  of 
which  he  acted  as  presiding  elder  over 
the  University  Rosalind  Branches.  He 
served  as  president  of  the  .Northern 
Indiana  Conference  for  twelve 
months. 

He  entered  the  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity in  the  fall  of  1926,  ami  won 
the  Talmadge  Religious  Essay  con- 
test that  year.  He  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  sophomore  class  for  1926- 
1927,  and  acted  as  chairman  for  “Y' 
day,  1927.  Dave’s  personal  qualifica 
tions,  other  than  these  official  ones 
need  no  advertising. 

Bill  Snow  is  a Provo  man.  He  at- 
tended the  B.  Y.  high  school.

Ruth  Pingree  and  Ida  Quayle  are 
the  U.  of  U.  delegates  to  the  conven- 
tion, and  are  president  and  president- 
elect, respectively,  of  the  women  stu- 
dents of  that  institution.  Helen 
Swenson  is  president-elect  of  the  A. 
W.  S.  of  the  Brigham  Young  univer- 
sity.

What  was  begun  on  “Y”  Day  was 
finished  last  Thursday  when  a good 
representation  of  men  from  the  col- 
lege and  high  school  turned  out  with 
rakes,  shovels,  and  teams  to  work  on 
the  field  just  west  of  the  stadium  site. 

This  field  which  comprises  about 
six  acres,  had  been  planted  in  alfalfa. 
It  was  the  desire  of  those  in  charge 
to  uproot  this  crop  and  substitute  an- 
other kind  of  grass  which  will  put  a 
good  sod  on  the  field.  Accordingly 
the  ground  was  plowed  and  put  in 
shape  for  the  multitude  of  rakes  to 
gather  the  roots  into  piles  and  for  the 
teams  to  haul  the  rubbish  off  <-he  field. 

The  first  two  hours  of  the  • after- 
noon were  spent  in  accornplisfhing  this 
task.  Following  this  a force  of  men 
possessed  of  long  strides,  took  the 
broadcasters  and  sped  up  and  down 
the  field  sowing  the  seed.  The  seed 
included  clover  and  blue  grass.  Close- 
ly upon  the  heels  of  the  broadcasters 
came  the  rakes,  stirring  up  the  soil 
sufficiently  to  cover  the  seed.  The 
field  was  completely  planted  by  five 
o’clock. 

The  day  was  ideal  for  the  occasion. 
It  was  ideal  because  it  was  cold 
enough  to  make  the  men  work  to 
keep  warm.  A pleasant  feature  of  the 
day  was  that  there  were  very  few 
bosses  and  all  of  the  candidates  for 
the  various  offices  were  out  to  avoid 
bad  political  propaganda.  Nothing 
was  done  on  the  actual  site  of  the 
stadium.  It  is  supposed  that  that  will 
be  held  in  reserve  for  the  future.

These  notes  are  recorded 
by  Dean  Hoyt  until  the  end  of  the 
term  and  are  then  to  be  turned  over 
to  the  Knight  Trust  and  Savings 
Bank.  The  class  is  divided  into  four 
groups  and  each  group  is  to  be  head- 
ed by  a member  of  the  committee — 
Willard  Clark,  Melvin  Strong,  Lovell 
Hibbert  and  Chauncey  Harmon.

Dr.  Son-w  Selected  As 
Vice-President  Of 
Historical  Society 


Dr.  William  J.  Snow  has  been  re- 
appointed, by  Governor  Dern,  as 
member  of ' the  board  of  control  of 
the  State  Historical  Society  of  Utah, 
He  was  re-elected  , vice-president 
the  association  until  a meeting  to  be 
held  this  coming  June  where  further 
elections  will  take  place. 

This  is  an  organization  which 
first  originated  in  1897  as  a volunteer 
body  for  the  purpose  of  collecting, 
preserving  and  publishing  all  sources 
of  pioneer  history. 

At  a meeting  held  in  Salt  Lake  City 
recently,  it  was  announced  by  Presi- 
dent Phillips  that  $3500  had  been  ap- 
propriated by  the  state  legislature  for 
use  of  the  historical  society. 

It  was  proposed  at  this  meeting 
that  there  be  established  local  histori- 
cal societies  in  different  counties  to 
collect  manuscripts  and  journals  that 
would  reveal  historical  events  not 
hitherto  published. 

An  Arch  hive  room  in  the  state  cap- 
i^ol  has  been  turned  over  to  the  as 
sociation  and  also  a room  for  the 
meetings  to  be  held. 

Dr.  Snow  thinks  the  outlook  for 
some  real  accomplishments  of  the 
society  is  brighter  than  ever  before. 
There  seems  to  be  an  interest  mani- 
fested that  has  never  been  equaled 
the  past. 

“Plans  and  purposes  outlined  in  the 
foregoing  will  take  definite  form 
July  when  funds  will  be  available, 
stated  Dr.  Snow.

Even 
though  they  were  so  excited  that  they  did  not 
know  where  they  were  going  or  why  they 
ran,  everj'thing  was  quite  alright  as  long  as 
they  stayed  together— they  might  have  gotten 
over  their  mad  rush  without  harm,  if  team 
work  had  continued.  The  trouble  began  when 
they  changed  their  courses.  One  of  the  team 
turned  to  go  on  one  side  of  the  big  stone  gate 
post,  while  its  mate  charged  for  the  other 
side.  The  result  was  that  they  were  both 
brought  to  a sudden  and  awful  stop. 

Thdy,were  only  horses,  to  be  sure,  but 
they  failed  to  show  even  horse-  sense. 

The  little  incident  at  the  gates  of  our  uni- 
versity adequately  demonstrated  the  possible 
catastrophe  of  slight  differences  on  important 


questions  at  crucial  moments. 

It  is  easy  for  us  to  smile  at  the  stupidity 
of  the  dumb  animals,  but  the  university  stu- 
dent body  has  been  about  as  foolishly  divided 
on  a number  of  issues  about  which  there 
should  be  no  divergent  opinions.  Without 
any  particular  reference  to  any  particular 
question  we  modestly  parrot  the  well-known 
logic,  “A  house  divided  against  itself  cannot 
stand.” 

As  college  students  we  ought  to  show  a 
little  more  than  “horse  sense”  on  the  unity 
problem  even  though  we  rarely  evidence  any 
astounding  amounts  of  the  rarities  called 
“brains.” 
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SOME  PEOPLE’S  AMUSEMENT 

Is  there  a time  and  place  for  everything? 
If  such  there  be  it  is  time  some  organizations 
were  finding  the  proper  place  to  conduct  their 
showy  initiations,  which  have  formerly  been 
imposed  on  the  entire  student  body  at  just 
any  old  time. 

Any  one  who  has  been  able  to  laugh  at 
some  of  the  recent  demonstrations  of  native 
and  primitive  wit  as  displayed  may  compli- 
ment themselves  on  having  a fine  sense  of 
humor.  As  a general  rule  students  feel  both 
sorry  and  ashamed  for  the  initiates.  What  a 
grand  feeling  it  must  be  for  the  exhalted 
powers  to  send  a subordinate  before  the  stu- 
dent body  for  an  animal  show.  The  one  great 
motive  for  such  exhibitions,  if  we  may  flatter 
them  with  one  at  all,  is  to  gain  a lot  of  cheap 
publicity  for  their  respective  groups ; groups 
which,  by  the  way,  show  signs  of  life  only 
when  they  have  the  periodical  privilege*  of 
using  the  old  oaken  paddle. 

It  might  be  possible  for  policies  to  change 
except  that  the  burning  desire  to  pass  on  the 
authority  through  the  same  media  as  they  re- 
ceived it  is  always  stronger  than. the  desire  to 
develop  a serviceable  organization. 

There  is  no  objection  to  various  organiza- 
tions carrying  on  as  much  childish  action  as 
they  choose  if  it  is  kept  out  of  the  school. 
They  may  continue  to  feed  angle  worms  to 
their  candidates  or  whatever  other  tonic  is  re- 
quired to  qualify  them  for  the  big  promotion. 

There  will  probably  be  little  change  in 
the  order  of  events  if  it  has  to  come  from  the 
groups.  The  proper  and  most  effective  re- 
vision will  doubtless  come  when  the  student 
body  definitely  and  emphatically  says  that 
such  activities  are  tabued.

The  sophomores,  aided  and  abetted 
by  one  Owen  Rowe,  won  the  annual 
inter-class  track  and  field  meet  with 
a good  fifteen  points  to  spare.  The 
freshmen  ran  second,  very  closely  fol- 
lowed by  the  juniors,  a margin  of 
three  and  one-half  points  separating 
the  two  classes.  The  seniors  also  ran 
The  respective  scores  were:  sopho- 

mores, 52;  freshmen  40j4;  juniors  37, 
and  the  seniors  19j4. 

Owen  Rowe  was  a very  busy  young 
man.  He  took  four  firsts  and  account- 
ed for  twenty  of  the  fifty-two  points 
garnered  by  the  sophomores.  He  took 
a first  in  the  100-yard  dash,  although 
he  was  pressed  to  the  limit  by  Don 
Lloyd;  he  took  another  first  in  the 
220-yard  dash  with  Mabel  Miller  and 
Don  Lloyd  right  at  his  heels.  The 
220-yard  hurdles  proved  to  be  a 
breeze  and  Rowe  won  with  yards  to 
spare,  and  again  in  the  broad  jump 
he  came  through  with  a first. 

Don  Lloyd,  junior,  also  put  in  a 
very  busy  afternoon  placing  in  the  100 
yard  dash,  the  broad  jump,  and  run- 
ning one  lap  of  the  half  mile  relay, 
which  was  won  by  the  juniors.  And 
then  there  was  Les  Wright  with  firsts 
in  the  quarter  and  the  half  mile,  who 
added  ten  points  to  the  sophomore 
total.  Loman  Hutchings,  freshman, 
copped  two  firsts  for  his  class,  lead- 
ing the  field  in  the  mile  and  the  two 
mile.  Carl  Bunnell,  frosh,  surprised 
the  gathering  by  winning  the  shot  put 
over  both  Reeves  and  George  Cor- 
bett. 

Bert  Corless  looks  like  a comer  in 
the  middle  distances,  and  appears  to 
be  very  strong.  In  the  quarter  mile 
he  finished  second  to  Les  Wright, 
after  having  trailed  Don  Simmons  and 
Wright  by  25  yards  at  the  300  yard 
mark,  and  finished  in  fine  condition. 
He  later  ran  in  the  mile  relay  and 
overcame  a 50  yard  advantage  to  send 
the  juniors  out  in  front  on  the  final 
lap. 

All  in  all  this  track  meet  brought 
out  some  fine  performers.  The  raw- 
ness of  the  day  cut  record-breaking 
performances,  but  it  could  not  alto- 
gether freeze  the  idea  that  the  Young 
university  track  team  will  put  up 
some  good  competition  for  the  other 
Utah  schools.  The  javelin,  pole  vault, 
and  high  jump  marks  will  have  to  be 
raised  considerable  to  win  in  confer- 
ence competition,  but  the  other  events 
show  promise.
